IV. They are dangerous for the reſt of their Majeſties SubjeQs to 
dealwith; for when a Company has a mind (after they have made ma- 
ny Dividends) they may break, thd every Individual Perſon be very 
rich, there is no Remedy tor the Creditors. 


V, They ſet what Price they pleaſe upon the Manufacture of Exg/and, 
ſo lower the Price of Wool, ruin the Workers and Dealers in the Woollen 
Manufacture, becauſe there is but one Buyer. 


VI. They ſet what Price they pleaſe on Ships they hire, for they have 
none of their own , and fo Diſcourage the Building of Ships, as well as 
Maſters and Scamen. 


VII. They conſequently hinder their Majeſties Cuſtoms. 


VIII. They have heretofore ( and therefore may be expected from 
them again) been the great Invaders of Property , and contrary to Law 
and Juitice, have taken trom their Fellow Subjects their Ships and Goods, 
and granted Commiſſions ſo to do; and in all Differences with thoſe they 
deal with, have beea Judges in their own Caſes.

.., But at Mingo, Alampo, Pittaw, the two Papaws , Arda, Quida, 'Old 
and New Callabar, and Angola, which are the chief Places of Trade for 
Negroes, the Company have no Forts nor Caſtles, nor are at any charge, 
.and- therefore moſt unreaſonable to exat from their Fellow-Subjets 
40 per Cent. for Trading thither, as they have done, and do. | | 
\ This Company takes the fame Courle now, as-is propoſed the regula- 
ted . Company ſhould do, but then its to whom they pleaſe ,. and at fach 
exceſſive Rates, that none can ſuppoſe it is for maintaining their Forti- 
fications , but in plain terms a perfe&t Tax and Impoſition upon the 
Subjeas, that none ſhall go about their lawful Occaſions on the. Coaſt 
of Guiny, except they will pay them 20. 25. and ſo to 40. per Cent. 
a Tax greater than ever any King laid upon his own Subjects. So then 
this Company can have no pretence to a Patent , for they neither are 
firſt Diſcoverers, nor the prime Traders to this Coaſt, and therefore 
have no Reafon to expect the Confirmation of their Patent by an A& of 
Parliament, to the Deſtruction of the reſt of their Majeſties SubjeRs. 
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
